I want to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to our customers for their generous 
orders during the 1948-49 season. Your confidence in us made last season the best to date. 
To the new customers who will purchase bulbs from us for the first time I extend hearty 
greetings and welcome you to our growing family of Gladiolus enthusiasts! 

The unsolicited cards and letters telling of the nice stock we sent out and the service we rendered 
are sincerely appreciated. This correspondence reminds us to be a little more helpful and to be 
of more service than is actually required. It helps one to strive hardef to please, 

The business of growing and selling Glads is just about a 24-hour-a-day job but with the 
changing seasons come the different phases of this fascinating work. One we always look 
forward to is ‘‘Show Time’. This past season we attended the following exhibitions: Edwards- 
ville, Illinois, Champaign, Illinois, Purdue Seedling and Recent Introduction Show, the Indiana 
State Show at Wabash, Binghamton, Two Rivers, Wisconsin, and the Minnesota State Show 
at St. Paul. I have never seen more enthusiasm among the exhibitors and visitors than that 
shown at this year’s shows and one always has a wonderful time renewing old acquaintances 
and making new friends. For some real fun try going to as many shows as possible next 
summer and be sure to take some of your best spikes along! 

Modern-day Glads far surpass the old varieties in every way and a real treat is in store for 
you if you haven't been growing them. Many of the newer ones are now lower in price and 
can be grown in larger quantities, thus making your garden the envy of the neighborhood. 
Those who grow Glads as a means of income know the importance of keeping their varieties 
up to date and are alert for better kinds—kinds that their competitors do not grow as yet. Even 
when the market is glutted top quality new cut-flower varieties sell readily. 

We spend a goodly sum each year on advertising but the best advertising results are 
obtained by supplying the finest stock that can be grown. Our customers know what quality 
of bulbs and bulblets they will receive; their repeat orders and recommendations of our stock 
to their friends is the foundation of our business. Orders are filled generously and new 
varieties are included for trial. Our twelve acres of vigorously growing Glads, full of vitality, 
are the result of careful growing practices. Every bulb and bulblet dipped at planting time, 
grown on ground never before used for bulb growing, sufficient nutritient material, adequate 
supply of moisture by means of irrigation, weekly cultivation with modern equipment, regular 
dusting with DDT, no flowers cut from any bulbs to be sold, hand digging, and quick drying, 
add up to healthy, plump, high crowned bulbs. The cost per acre of production and the 
value per acre of Gladiolus bulbs are among the highest of any crop grown. 

We store our bulbs in galvanized screen bottom trays with the bulbs not over 3¥2 inches deep 
in the trays. These trays are then placed in racks in such a manner as to allow plenty of air 
circulation around each and every tray. All bulbs are dusted with 5% DDT before shipment. 
I personally inspect each order before it is packed for shipment and practically all of the 
retail orders and many of the wholesale ones are filled personally. Many times I have been 
asked how we get such large bulbs from bulblets in one year. It probably is due to our long 
growing season plus irrigation and intensive cultivation. All of our stock is grown from 
bulblets and 5s and 6s. 

In our listing I have tried to describe the variety’s defects as well as its good qualities and 
as every variety listed was grown here, the descriptions were prepared from appraisals in our 
field. The plan of growing a variety before approving it for listing is being continued. Some 
varieties perform differently according to the soil, climate, and weather conditions to which it 
is exposed. However, basing my judgment on performances here, I sincerely believe that each 
variety offered is definitely worthwhile, either for exhibition or commercial purposes. 

Most of the newer varieties are grown in limited quantities and as all orders are filled in 
numerical sequence, many of those received late in the season have to be returned. Early 
ordering is advised, especially if you order the larger sizes. Also bulblets of the new varieties 
showing exceptional commercial qualities are in heavy demand. We begin planting bulblets 
the middle of March so all bulblet orders should reach us prior to that time. 

I would appreciate very much your giving us sufficient time in getting out your orders. 
Extra help, experienced in filling and packing orders, just can't be found, and we do like to 
carefully select the stock whether it be for a retail or a wholesale order. We make every 
effort to ship an order on the exact date a customer specifies and although this seemed 
impossible during last spring’s rush, we finally did get everything out with not more than one 
day’s delay. If you find that you do need the stock “at once” I will see that it is shipped 
immediately. However, a little time will be appreciated. 

It is a pleasure to submit to you our 1950 catalog and I sincerely wish each and everyone 
a successful growing season and the best spikes ever for 1950! 
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Classification 


We are again ‘listing our varieties as they are classified in most of our Gladiolus shows. With 
this complete information at hand, you should be able to know in advance the class in which. 
you’ would liké to enter your spikes. This method of listing also gives you other valuable 
information which you | will readily note. 

First is the namie of the variety, ° then in parenthesis the size and color class figures. Following 
this is the name ‘of the originator” ‘and year in which the variety was first available to American 
purchasers. The figures in the last parenthesis denote the number of growing days required 
from. planting to date of blooming. The number of days to bloom is figured for large bulbs; 
medium bulbs usually require 5 to 7 days longer to bloom. Because of variations in climate, 
the number of days required for a particular variety to bloom may vary by several days. 
However, the listed blooming dates will give a fair idea of what to expect of a variety.

For example, the classification number of Algonquin is 536. The 500 means that its floret size 
is 5’ inches or larger and the 36 indicates it is a scarlet. Hence the numbers in parenthesis 


listed right after the variety name tell the size and color of the individual floret as grown from 
large bulbs. 
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COLOR CLASS COMMENT 


(Limited to varieties grown in our fields.) 


WHITE—00 


Creamy-white FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE is definitely a good commercial and show flower. 
RELIANT, although not a fancy white, is the best late blooming one. SILVER WINGS 
is an A-l commercial and wins regularly at the shows. It is a very fine Glad. We are 
enthusiastic about WHITE CHALLENGE. It gives us such fine long spikes even from No. 5 
bulbs. Florets are occasionally misplaced. WHITE CHRISTMAS is very temperamental. It 
can be very nice or very poor but a good spike is really something. The floret formation is 
beautiful. WHITE GODDESS, while not fault-free, is a good variety. It makes vigorous growth 
from bulblets. FREEDOM consistently produces good spikes and should make an excellent 
commercial. Older MT. INDEX grows extremely tall and has excellent habits. The whitest 
Glad I have seen is SILVER COURT. An outstanding variety is SPINDRIFT. Lavishly ruffled, 
and with a fine show record, it did not disappoint us. However, I would class it as 
cream instead of white. VIRGIN has pure white recurved florets. It is a rather slow 
germinator. WAX MODEL is a tall healthy grower. Beautifully ruffled SUMMER SNOW 
seemed to thrive on our extreme heat of August. 


CREAM—06 

CONNIE "G" is different from any other cream. The floresence of its beautifully ruffled 
florets is something to behold. LA VELLE is one of the best of the 1949 introductions; it 
gave us sensational spikes. In one year’s growing it appeared much better than SALMAN’S 
GLORY, though, of course, it is much higher in price. Very unusual is SPARKS with its 
attractive red blotch against pale yellow. I have seen fine spikes of LA BELLE but it didn't open 
more than 4 for us. This observation was from a limited number of large bulbs. It is a very 
healthy and a vigorous grower from bulblets. LADY JANE consistently makes such fine spikes 
year in and year out that it deserves mention even though an old variety. 


LIGHT YELLOW—10 

The lemon-yellow florets of GOLDEN ARROW are beautiful. Large bulbs split badly but we 
cut excellent spikes from small and medium bulbs. CRINKLECREAM likes plenty of moisture. 
The color value of CYNTHIA is fine and it blooms early. It has a richer color than LEMON ICE 
although the latter is an excellent grower. KATHY LEE probably has the most beautiful 
individual florets but the flowerheads are not long. 


DEEP YELLOW—12 

PERDITA, almost a buff, is very attractive with its bright red throat marking. It is very pretty. 
VANGOLD cannot take hot weather; it must be planted for early bloom. GOLDEN STATE 
blooms later than most yellows. SPOTLIGHT has perfect growing qualities. It was an 
excellent investment for those who bought stock of it early. 


BUFF—16 

PACTOLUS is different. It is very consistent and a rapid increaser. I saw some wonderful 
blooms of PATROL this past summer, both at the shows and in our field. It is a beautiful 
Glad. SUNLIGHT is aptly named. It will stand rough handling too. Flowerheads are rather 
short. SUN SPOT is still increasing in popularity and is an excellent commercial as well as a 
show flower. Blooming rather early, GOLD MEDAL gave us nice spikes. Floret attachment is 
not too good. 


LIGHT ORANGE—20 

Everyone likes OCTOBER SUNSHINE with its beautiful blending of autumn shades. In spite 
of an occasional misplaced floret, it will become one of the very top commercials. It is an easy 
grower and cutter. GLOW is a nice tall grower and it blooms early. One of the most 
beautiful orange varieties is JANET LEE. Like Kathy Lee, flowerheads are rather short. 
DAISY MAE is an easy grower and rapid propagator. 


DEEP ORANGE—22 


BETTY DUNCAN looked very good. It is a beautiful shade of orange blending into a golden 
throat. BITTERSWEET has an unusual blending of orange into a purple throat. For health 
and vigor, ORANGE GOLD is hard to beat. TROCADERO is unusual in color being a rich shade 
of orange-scarlet. 


RED ORANGE—24 


CHIEF PONTIAC is massive and sturdy and an excellent grower. CRACKERJACK makes fine 
spikes and should qualify as a commercial. 


LIGHT SALMON—30 


Gorgeous has been changed to GORGEOUS DEB but there has been no change in the beauty 
of this Glad. It is very heavily ruffled. The soft salmon-buff of BUTTERSCOTCH is enhanced by 
the harmonizing blotch of deeper rose-salmon. LADY WAYNE is a rapid increaser and a good 
grower. The pastel color of APRIL is very delicate. Florets are not always well placed. 


DEEP SALMON—32 


After growing GENGHIS KHAN three years I have found no real faults with it. It is an excellent 
commercial. Of the newer commercial varieties, SPIC & SPAN is number one on the lists of 
most cutflower growers. It will be grown by the millions. DIEPPE is dazzling in color and is 
a select variety. PIONEER is a rugged grower. For those who like blotched varieties BOLD- 
FACE will catch the eye. It stands out in the garden. JINNI MARIE did not quite come up to 
expectations. Another year’s growing may give us the fine spikes I have seen elsewhere. 


SCARLET—36 


RED WING gave us beautiful spikes and deserves all the recognition it has received. CHEY- 
ENNE and FIRE GLEAM are very appealing. Each has good color value and were impressive 
here the first year. HIAWATHA didn't take our heat too well. It can make a beautiful formal 
spike. MOUNTAIN GEM is a pure rich shade of scarlet and is an excellent grower from 
young bulbs. If you like big massive Glads you'll want to try REGAL RED. It is an easy 
grower and cutter. 


LIGHT PINK—40 


Modern-day Glads have raised the standard of pink varieties to a high level. Each year the 
call is for more and more pink. SKYWAY blooms early and is a nice cutter. If you are looking 
for something of rare beauty and sheen, try SEASHELL. For wide-open fluted florets you'll 
want YANKEE CLIPPER. For beauty and excellent growing habits, HEART'S DESIRE rates 
high in anyone's list. MISS VERMONT has beautiful tints of pink and lavender. A strong 
sturdy grower is TREASURE ISLAND. BEAUTY'S BLUSH presents a picture of health and 
vigor. A well grown spike of CONNECTICUT YANKEE is always a contender for ‘Grand 
Champion”. DEBORAH SAMPSON is very consistent and a good shipper. Better growth 
from bulblets would be desired. JUNE DAY has drawn the attention of cut-flower growers— 
it blooms extremely early and has a nice vibrant color. LIPSTICK is wanted by everyone. It is 
a ribbon of color with all its buds showing a dainty pink. One of the prettiest is MY DEAR. It 
has excellent growing qualities with practically all the bulblets blooming. PHANTOM BEAUTY 
consistently gives us long heavy spikes. It is a wonderful commercial and show flower and 
I have never seen a misplaced floret or a crooked spike. YANKEE LASS with its tall stretchy 
spikes will win its share of awards. BRIDESMAID didn’t like our hot weather. Blooms 
cut in September were fine. 


DEEP PINK—42 


CITATION rivals Evangeline for tall growth. One for the fans is COVER GIRL. It is a giant 
in spike formation. SUMMER GAL still rates as one of the most beautiful for clear color but 
short spikes are common. FABULOUS is striking but it doesn’t hold its color in adverse 
weather conditions. Exceptionally fine spikes of HIHO were cut this year. FRIENDSHIP 
has purity of color and excellent growing habits. One of the most unusual Glads is BOISE 
BELLE, and also one of the prettiest. It makes a beautiful ribbon of bloom with 10 or 12 open 
and most of the remaining buds in color. SPELLBOUND is a nice clear color but isn’t con- 
sistent for us. 


LIGHT RED—50 


ROYAL WINDSOR is an excellent commercial and a soft beautiful color. If you are looking for 
something real early in red, by all means try RED CHERRY. It is also a rapid increaser. For 
giant spikes, MID AMERICA takes the honors. STOPLIGHT is too well known for comment but 
its performance this year deserves mention. It stayed green and healthy right up to digging 
time and gave us fine spikes even from small bulbs. 


DEEP RED—52 


CRIMSON TIDE is different from any other red, having a white blotch and leathery texture. 
NANCY is a top commercial and will be grown by the millions. For all around performance, 








RED CHARM is hard to beat. Every spike is saleable. I know of nothing to equal the smooth 
satiny deep color of BIRCH RED. Apparently its aly fault is a rather short flowerhead. 
KENWOOD is clear in color and a nice grower. 


BLACK RED—54 


BLACK CHERRY is a rich almost black shade of rad. So many orders were received for it 
that the only stock left for our own planting was bulblets. Another deep lustrous red is 
VELVET MANTLE. It makes beautiful spikes and is heat-resistant. ; 


LIGHT ROSE—60 

As it grows here EVANGELINE is a pink instead of rose. I know of nothing that can equal it} 
for health, vigor and growth. A slow increaser TOPFLITE is rarely beautiful. Florists always | 
ask for more MISS WISCONSIN. TRALEE gave us fine spikes, even from small bulbs. We! 
don't get many large bulbs from bulblets. Sooner or later, you'll be growing VENIDA. It isa... 
beautiful color and an excellent grower. ROSE CHARM blooms very early. Many stocks: ey re 
TIVOLI are mixed but we have secured a new supply and have found it true to name. DREAM. 
GIRL makes good spikes from any size bulb. It is a slow propagator. MISS CHICAGO always! 
attracts the attention of garden visitors. We have always liked the lavender-rose color of, 
ASTRID. ; \ 
DEEP ROSE—62 eae’ | 
BURMA ranks as one of the all-time greats. It’s a must-have for the home garden and local cut-! 
flower sales. Florists have always taken all we can grow. One that is less known is MAUVIE | 
ROSE. It blooms earlier than Burma and is lighter in color. 

LAVENDER—66 

Cut-flower growers are asked to supply lavender shades from the time they cut their first 
spikes until frost ends the season. Our earliest are HUNTRESS, MYRNA FAY and WEDG- 
WOOD. The first two fleck in hot weather but are excellent for early blooms. WEDGWOOD,! 
although smaller in size, is one of the prettiest of any Glads. PARTHIENA is huge and an, 
excellent show flower. PATRICIAN is a tall healthy grower with emerald green foliage. It's 
the heaviest propagator of any Glad known of. The first two years we grew it the color was’ 
clear but this year’s extreme heat in July and August caused some flecking. The floret for-, 
mation of RUTH ANN is different from any other. SIBONEY gave us much better spikes this. 
summer than last. Better placement and taller growth. Apparently it does better when, 
given an extra amount of moisture. I still like the color blending of LADY MARIAN, especially, ’ 
when opened indoors. ORCHID MARVEL is a rich shade of lavender. MINSTREL is usually 
short stemmed but a good spike can beat ELIZABETH THE QUEEN. The latter is tempermental 
with a certain percentage of short spikes. We have purchased some stock of a selected strain 
and expect to list it next year. ABIGAIL is similar to Minuet in color. 

PURFLE—70 

The best new purple I have seen is SHERWOOD. Florets are wide open witin ‘good 
attachment, also a good propagator. EUNICE EWING attracts a lot of attention and is 
a good seller. MARGARET WOOD is a rich shade of wine-purple and is grown mostly for its 
color value. 


LIGHT VIOLET—76 

BLUE BONNET won our whole hearted approval. Naturally, we are all interested in blue 
varieties and growing here the first year, we liked its color and growing habits. 

DEEP VIOLET—78 

A shade deeper than Blue Beauty but very tall and healthy is BLUE LAGOON. Also blooms 
very early. 

SMOKY SHADES—80 

INDIAN SUMMER is unusual even for a smokey. It grows very tall; in fact, all three of the 
smokeys we list this year are good tall growers. DUSTY MILLER wins regularly for us. 
STORMY WEATHER blooms earlier than the other two and will become better known when 
it gets down in price. 

It should be mentioned that these appraisals are based upon the 1949 growing season here. 
It was one of the hottest summers in the history of the local weather bureau and it is entirely 
possible that many varieties performed better elsewhere. 

The selection of a list of favorites is bound to be controversial as different individuals have 
their likes and displikes. However, one is tempted to select a list that covers the entire color 
range and with this thought in mind our favorites are: White Challenge, Connie “G’’, Spotlight, 
Pactolus, October Sunshine, Dieppe, Red Wing, Lipstick, Boise Belle, Red Charm, Venida, Burma, 
Orchid Marvel, Sherwood and Blue Bonnet.

GENERAL LIST 


ABIGAIL (366) Myers ‘44 (75) 

An early blooming lavender that grows strong and 
tall and is similar to the color of Minuet. It opens 
up to 8 florets of double row placement and makes 
a goodly number of bulblets that germinate well. 
It is a consistent grower and an easy cutter. 


ALGONQUIN (536) Palmer ‘39 (80) 

A brilliant and showy scarlet that opens up to 10 
ruffled triangular florets on a long flowerhead. It 
is a fine commercial as well as exhibition variety 
and is dependable in every way. 


ANNAMAE (400) Pommert ‘40 (70) 

Annamae is hard to beat for a qood early white 
cut-flower. It opens up to 8 florets of regular place- 
ment on a straight stem. Its jumbo bulblets make 
many large bulbs the first year. 


APRIL (430) Evans ‘47 (80) 

A very tall growing light pastel peach. It opens 
up to 6 florets on a thin wiry stem. Produces lots 
of bulblets that germinate easily. We have grown 
this previous to this year but did not list it because 
of poor performance. This season's blooms were 
much improved. It gave us some beautiful spikes. 


ASTRID (560) Jack ‘46 (77) 

Robust growing medium rose with a narrow cream 
throat line. It opens up to 8 ruffled florets, blooms 
well from small sized bulbs, and produces an aver- 
age number of bulblets that make good growth. A 
nice shade of rose pink that makes a good cut-flower. 


BEAUTY’S BLUSH (440) Fischer “47 (85) 

A vigorous growing soft blushing pink. It opens up 
to 7 re-curved florets on a long flowerhead. Tall 
and husky growing, it was a stand-out in our field 
this past summer. Its bulblets are produced in 
quantity and they make fine growth the first year. 
Beauty's Blush is an A-l commercial. 


BETTY DUNCAN (422) Benidict ‘49 

One of the top orange glads in our garden this year. 
Several commercial growers upon seeing it in the 
field pronounced it the best orange yet. Its color 
is a beautiful glowing orange blending into a clear 
golden throat. It opens up to 7 nicely arranged florets 
on a tall well proportioned flowerhead. Bulblet 
production and germination is good. Highly recom- 
mended.

The quality 
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BIRCH RED (552) Rich ‘45 (90) 

A deep sparkling red of a shade that is not found 
in other varieties. It opens up to 8 round florets of 
double row placement on a tall wiry stem. Un- 
fortunately the flowerhead is somewhat short other- 
wise it is hard to find fault with Birch Red. Its rich 
smooth color and fine growing habits more than 
make up for this fault. A variety that will even- 
tually be widely grown. 


BITTERSWEET (422) Troyer ‘43 (85) 

An unusual color combination of orange and purple. 
It opens up to 7 firmly attached florets on a well 
balanced tlowerhead. Growing qualities are ex- 
cellent and it is a good seller. 


BLACK CHERRY (554) Rich ‘48 (85) 

A aiant black red that always attracts attention of 
garden visitors. Its 8 open florets measure up to 
6 inches and we have observed no burning in the 
sun. Black Cherry is a fine exhibition variety — one 
that is admired whenever shown. Last season's 
sales almost depleted our stock but we hope to 
have enough to last well into the season. It is a 
good increaser and germinates well. 


BLESSED DAMOSEL (440) Baerman ‘44 (95) 

A lively shade of glowing pink that is an all around 
good performer. It opens up to 8 round florets of 
heavy texture on a medium height stem. It increases 
and propagates satisfactorily but is a poor bulb 
maker. Fine cut-flower. 


BLUE BEAUTY (476) Piitzer ‘36 (75) 

Medium violet, shading darker toward the edges. 
It opens 5 or 6 large wide open blooms on a medium 
height stem. Although an older variety it is still 
very popular 


BLUE BONNET (576) Beardmore ‘48 (80) 

A clear medium shade of blue with a rosy red throat 
mark.

These discounts do not apply to collections or wholesale prices. All orders will receive over- 
count and extras but the special discount of extra bulbs is for cash orders only. If you do not 
have room on the front of the order blank to list your extra bulbs, please use the reverse side. 


BUSINESS TERMS. Remittance must be included with an order from the retail list if the amount 
is less than $5.00. Larger c.o.d. orders must be accompanied by 25% of their value. However 
to get your special discount of extra bulbs payment in full must be made before shipment. It 
is our intention to send out only healthy bulbs, true to name, and we will gladly refund the 
purchase price if the bulbs are found unsatisfactory upon receipt. We cannot, however, guar- 
antee results as planting conditions are beyond our control.

BULBLETS. Bulblets of some varieties are hard to germinate. If the bulblets are expensive it 
will be to advantage to peel them before planting. Do not peel them more than a few days 
in advance of planting or they will lose moisture and become dry and hard. After planting, 
whether peeled or not, if they are kept well watered the per cent that will germinate and grow 
will be much larger. When giving peeled bulblets a pre-planting dip they should only be 
dipped for an instant, only long enough for the solution to coat them. When growing new 
introductions, planting bulblets is a cheaper way to get a start, however, we cannot guarantee 
their germination. Usually a big per cent of most varieties will germinate and grow but it pays 


to give the bulblets a little extra attention. When bulblets are ordered we will always select 
the largest ones available.

CULTURAL HINTS 


Packages of bulbs must be opened as soon as received and the bulbs stored in a cool, dry place 
until planting time. 


PLANTING DATES. Any time from early Spring until the first of July. The blooming season 
can be prolonged until frost if planted at intervals of every three weeks. 


WHERE TO PLANT. Glads should be planted in open, sunny places, away from buildings and 
trees. They are primarily cut flowers and should be planted in rows such as a vegetable garden. 
SOIL. Glads will grow in any kind of soil but do best in a sandy loam. The soil must be well 
drained. It pays to spade deeply. 


FERTILIZING. The amount to use will depend upon the fertility of your soil. Any good com- 
mercial fertilizer will give good results or you can ask your dealer for the fertilizer commonly 
used on potatoes in your locality. Some growers prefer to place the fertilizer in the bottom of 
the trench as the bulbs are planted. Care must be taken to see that the fertilizer is mixed with 
the soil and then about 2 inches of soil placed over the mixture. The bulbs should then be set 
in the row, leaving the 2 inches of soil between them and the fertilizer. 


DISINFECTING. All bulbs and bulblets should be dipped in a disinfectant in order to kill thrips: 
and to prevent possible disease infection on the bulbs. Nothing will cure bulbs affected with 
any of the rots. Bulbs showing rot should be discarded at once. (See formulas for Dips and 
Sprays.) 

PLANTING. Plant from 3 to 6 inches deep. Small bulbs should be planted about 3 inches deep 
and larger sizes up to 6 inches deep. If you have a heavy clay soil 4 to 5 inches will be deep 


enough. The bulbs should be set not closer than 4 inches apart in the rows and the soil must be 
firmed well after planting. 


WATERING. Glads need plenty of moisture. To produce top bloom they should have 1% to 2 
inches of water per week. Whenever the natural rainfall fails to supply this quantity be sure to 
put it on in the form of irrigation. It is best to water just once a week, soaking the soil 
well, so that the roots are not pushing upward to the surface of the ground. 


CUTTING BLOOMS. Glads are the most popular cut flower grown today. To enjoy them at their 
best the spikes should be cut when the first floret is in full bloom. They should be placed in 
water at once and taken indoors to develop slowly. You can enjoy a spike a long time as a 
good variety will open every bud to the tip, in water. If the water in the vase is changed daily 
and about an inch of the stem is cut off (slantwise) each day, many varieties will keep for as 
long as a week. When cutting the spike always leave 4 leaves on the plant to develop the bulb 
for next year. 


DIGGING. Bulbs should not be dug until about 8 weeks after blooming. This is in order to 
mature the bulbs. A good sign is to watch the foliage and when it begins to turn brown, dig at 
once. After the tops are cut off, close to the bulb, dry the bulbs in the air in trays or boxes. It is 
best not to allow the sun to shine directly on them while drying. After 2 or 3 weeks of drying 
the old bulb and roots can then be removed. DO NOT remove the husks as this protects the 
bulb during storage. 


STORAGE. After drying, the bulbs should be stored in screen bottom trays or boxes in the 
coolest place available. They must not be exposed to freezing temperatures. The ideal storage 
temperature is 38 to 45 degrees. Bulbs should not be placed too deeply in the boxes as they 
need air while in storage. 


When you get ready to store your bulbs be sure to give them a light dusting of 5% D.D.T. 
This will eliminate any danger of thrips feeding on your bulbs during storage period. 
Glads are easy to grow and anyone, even a beginner, can grow the finest show flowers! 
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SUGGESTIONS FOR DIPPING, DUSTING AND SPRAYING 


Lysol Dip 


4 tablespoons of Lysol 
3 gallons of water 
or 
1 pint of Lysol 
29 gallons of water. 


Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for at least 3 hours and no longer than 6 hours; soak bulblets 
overnight or 12 to 14 hours. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solution, allow to 
drain for 30 minutes and plant same day as treated, preferably while still wet. 


New Improved Ceresan Dip 


1 ounce New Improved Ceresan 

3 teaspoon measures Grasselli Spreader Sticker or 3 teaspoons Dreft 

3 gallons water 

To get a good preparation easily and quickly, mix the Ceresan and wetting agent together, add 
a little water at a time, and stir until a uniform mixture is obtained. DO NOT USE THE HANDS 


WHEN STIRRING. Soak bulbs in the solution for 15 minutes, stirring several times during treat- 
ment; soak bulblets for 30 minutes. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from the solution, allow 
them to drain for about 30 minutes and plant IMMEDIATELY. A delay in planting can cause 
injury to the bulbs. If the ground is dry at planting time I suggest the Lysol treatment instead 
of N.I.C. as dryness can cause a considerable delay in germination or growth besides possible 
injury to the bulbs. 


Dusting for Thrips 


The easiest and most efficient means of controlling Thrips is to dust the foliage of the plants 
with 5% D.D.T. Many types of dusters are available and one can be obtained to suit your 
size planting. Begin dusting when plants are in third leaf and continue about every two 
weeks. Best results will be obtained when the dust is applied to the plants while the dew is 
still on them. 


Spraying for Thrips 


1 rounded teaspoon of 50% D.D.T. 
Y% teaspoon of Dreft 

1 gallon of water 
for larger plantings—¥ lb. of 50% D.D.T., ¥% pint of liquid soap, 25 gallons of water. The 
wettable form of D.D.T. should be used when using a spray material. 


CAUTION: Lysol, New Improved Ceresan, and D.D.T. are poisonous and care should be taken 
in handling and storing these materials. Extra precaution should be taken in seeing that D.D.T. 
dust is not inhaled. 
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
